Harlow family among those stranded by valet parking firm’s errors

A MIDWIFE and her family from Harlow 
were among hundreds of returning holi¬ 
daymakers forced to “camp out” for hours 
after staff at a Stansted Airport valet service 
were unable to find customers’ cars or car 
keys. 

The Meet & Greet service run by Empark 
is meant to allow people travelling to leave 
their car in safe hands while they are away. 

But a mistake at the weekend led to “sig¬ 
nificant delays” when workers at the desk 
could not reunite drivers with their cars. 

Holidaymakers Veronica Fuller, a midwife 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital, her husband 
Paul, a property manager at Intercounty 
estate agents in Bishop’s Stortford, and their 
daughter, Charlotte, 14, a pupil at St Mary’s 
Catholic School in Stortford, were among 
crowds of people left waiting for hours for 
their cars to turn up. 

Nightmare 

Stansted Airport has apologised to all pas¬ 
sengers using the Meet & Greet parking 
services late on Saturday and into Sunday for 
the delays and has promised that any addi¬ 
tional costs and parking fees will be reim¬ 
bursed. 

The Fullers, who live in Davenport, 
Church Langley, Harlow, were returning 
from a two-week holiday on the island of 
Rhodes in Greece when they walked into a 
“nightmare” after their flight landed at 
Stansted at 2am on Sunday. 

They had paid £121 for a secure parking 
service intending to get home as soon as 
possible, and had expected their car to arrive 
in ten minutes - instead they had to wait six 
hours. 

“Much to our horror there were people 
sleeping on the grass verges waiting for their 
vehicles,” said Mrs Fuller. 

“The police were called due to the upset of 
the clients and the inability of the staff to sort 
it. It turns out cars are parked off site in a 
field. No one knew where our cars were.

The family could not believe what was 
happening. 

“We did not know what was going on. Some 
people had been there for eight hours,” said 
Mrs Fuller. 

“We did not get our car back until 8am. 


There was no apology and no information. 
There was no damage to our car but it was 
filthy. We checked it over thoroughly.” 

A Stansted Airport spokesman said: 
“Stansted Airport sincerely apologises to all 
passengers using Meet & Greet car parking 
services late Saturday night/early Sunday 
morning who regrettably experienced sig¬ 
nificant delays with the return of their 
vehicles. 

“This was due to a number of unforeseen 
technical and operational issues at the ser¬ 
vice operating company. 

“We have requested an immediate invest¬ 
igation into the full circumstances of the 
situation as the service provided during this 


period obviously fell short of the standards 
expected, and to ensure these issues don’t 
occur again.” 

He added: “Our customer service staff 
helped provide assistance and refreshments 
to delayed passengers and sought to make 
alternative arrangements for passengers to 
get home or stay in local hotels, if neces¬ 
sary.” 

Any additional costs incurred by passen¬ 
gers affected will of course be reimbursed. 
Stansted will also be contacting all those 
affected directly to reimburse the full car 
parking costs due to the inconvenience 
caused.” 

Empark was not available for a comment.

CONSTRUCTION work has begun on 
the first phase of a multi-million 
scheme to transform three 1960s-built 
housing estates in Harlow. 

More than 340 homes will be built at 
The Briars, Copshall Close and Aylets 
Field in the Staple Tye area of town. 

Under the £71m scheme around 200 
affordable homes will be constructed, 
with a mix of apartments, terraced, 
semi-detached and detached homes. 
Of these, 103 homes will be built in the 
first phase, with 53 affordable homes 
for rent or shared ownership. 

Opportunities 

Green spaces, new landscaping, 
roads, parking, improved cycle and 
pedestrian routes and a new com¬ 
munity centre, as well as training 
opportunities for people, will be cre¬ 
ated as part of the development. 

The development is a partnership 
between home builder Countryside, 
affordable housing provider Home 
Group and Harlow Council. 

Affordable rental and shared own¬ 
ership properties will be managed by 
Home Group. 

Harlow Council’s portfolio holder 
for regeneration and enterprise, Tony 
Durcan, said: “I am delighted that 
construction work to create new 


homes and a new community has 
begun. 

“This major regeneration pro¬ 
gramme, when completed, will meet 
our promises to residents to provide 
more and better housing and to regen¬ 
erate Harlow. 

“Providing new housing opportun¬ 


ities, improving local people’s quality 
of life and transforming areas like 
this are all vital to building a better 
Harlow.” 

The new development will replace 
outdated post-war bungalows on the 
three estates, which did not meet Gov¬ 
ernment decent homes standards. 


The approved plan was designed by 
award-winning Gardner Stewart 
Architects. 

The regeneration is part of the 
council’s priority estates programme, 
with residents and the local residents’ 
association involved in the design and 
development work. 

Richard Cherry, chief executive of 
Countryside Partnerships division, 
said: “This is the start of a very 
exciting chapter in the regeneration 
of these estates, working in partner¬ 
ship with Home Group and Harlow 
Council to deliver high quality, well 
designed homes for local people in an 
attractive environment.

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Theatre gets a facelift 
after o nline campaign 

Crumbling seats replaced ahead of autumn season of plays

WATCHING a play at Victoria Hall 
Theatre has never been more comfort¬ 
able now the auditorium seats have 
been replaced. 

After an 18-month drive to raise the 
£30,000 needed to replace the 20-year- 
old seats, the work was finally com¬ 
pleted at the venue in Bury Road, Old 
Harlow, this week. 

Martin Colton, chairman of the Vic¬ 
toria Hall, said: “It’s great to have the 
seats in, everyone that uses the theatre 
is pleased and grateful to the people 
that have contributed. 

“We previously had two rows of new 
seats installed and after over a year we 
are nearly there. 

“Lots of local businesses have got 
involved and donated money for the 
seats. We stretched our outreach and 
all of the resources to do this.” 

An online crowdfunding campaign 
fell short of the required amount after 
the initial 60-day push and Victoria 
Hall was not able to replace the seats in 
August last year as previously hoped. 

Two rows of seats were installed last 
year but the full 120 have now been 
swapped from the crumbling old ones 
to a comfy replacement in time for the 
autumn season of plays. 

The old seats have been donated to 
the Church of St. James in Stanstead 


Abbotts. A ramp will also later be 
added to the venue to aid access for 
disabled audience members. 

However, the theatre is still looking 
for donations as £27,000 has now been 
raised, meaning it is still £3,000 short of 
the target. 

Contactors have agreed to help Vic¬ 


toria Hall, which acts as a charity, by 
installing the seats under agreement 
that the remaining balance will be paid 
as soon as possible. 

Mr Colton added: “They (the con¬ 
tractors) understand we are a charity, 
they are a local company, and all the 
seats are going in now. 


“They are installing them in good 
faith so we have got to pull out all of the 
stops to find the money. 

“They know we have been trying 
hard. We would like to find the rest of 
the money as soon as possible.”

Widow’s plea for 
information over 
alleged asbestos 
at town’s college 

THE widow of a man who died after he was 
allegedly exposed to asbestos at Harlow 
Industrial Training College is appealing for 
information from anyone who worked or 
studied at the college. 

Bella Gray, 58, was married to Nigel Gray 
for 29 years before he died last year, aged 57, 
after he was diagnosed with mesothelioma, 
an asbestos-related cancer. 

Mesothelioma is caused by exposure to 
asbestos particles in the air and it can take 
20 years from being exposed for symptoms to 
begin. 

The life expectancy for someone diagnosed 
with mesothelioma is usually less than 12 
months. However, Nigel endured the disease 
for just three years after he was diagnosed in 
2012. 

Nigel studied at Harlow Industrial 
Training College, in Perry Road, Harlow, in 
1976 and then spent a period working at the 
college where he helped to erect and 
demolish temporary buildings at the college. 
He was 19 years old. 

Planning permission documents from 
Harlow Council confirm asbestos was 
present in these huts being built at the time, 
and lawyers believe this is when Nigel was 
exposed to the dust. 

Bella has instructed Daniel Easton, from 
law firm Leigh Day, to investigate the case. 

Mr Easton said: “We are appealing to 
anyone who used to work or study at the 
college who may be able to provide further 
information about asbestos at the college, 
particularly in relation to the temporary 
buildings, which we know Nigel worked on.” 

Nigel and Bella have two children, 
Samantha, who is 29, and Kevin, who is 28. 

Bella describes Nigel as “a loving husband 
and her best friend. I will never find another 
person like him”.

Hospital takes 
over popular 
home service 

Mum, 36, praises care she received

A POPULAR hospital service has 
been brought back in-house a 
month earlier than planned due to 
“unforeseen circumstances”. 

Bosses at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust in Harlow 
announced on Monday that the 
contract for Hospital at Home, 
which has been run by ORLA 
Healthcare since 2014, had been 
terminated. 

The contract had been due to 
expire at the end of September but 
due to "unforeseen circum¬ 
stances" the trust has assumed 
responsibility from today - a 
month ahead of schedule. 

The replacement service will be 
provided by the trust and be 
known as the Patient at Home 
service. 

Trust chief executive, Phil Mor- 
ley, said: "This is a challenging 
and exciting time for the trust and 
the wider health and social care 
services, who we are indebted to 
for their strong support at this 
time. 

"It is a great opportunity to 
work collaboratively across 
health and social care services to 
develop and deliver patient 
centred care in the community." 

The service aims to reduce hos¬ 
pital admissions, release bed 
capacity and to reduce length of 


stay by offering treatment to 
patients needing acute care in 
their own home instead of being 
admitted to hospital. 

Sara Cordwell, 36, who lives in 
Church Langley, Harlow, used the 
ORLA-run service in February 
after she was diagnosed with 
pneumonia and septicaemia. 

“It was a fantastic service with 
excellent care on a regular basis 
at home,” said Sara. “I liked the 
fact I still got to be at home with 
my husband and seven-year-old 
daughter whilst still receiving a 
great in-patient care.” 

She added: “I was slightly wor¬ 
ried about the care before I was 
sent home but having hospital at 
home meant my daughter still 
had her mummy by her side and I 
still had my home comforts. 
Unfortunately, my daughter has 


seen a lot of hospitals at such a 
young age and I didn’t want her to 
see me in that environment, so 
being at home was perfect.” 

However, Ms Cordwell raised 
concerns about how the service 
will run under the hospital with 
tight NHS budgets. 

“How long will it be before they 
stop the service due to having no 
funds,” she added. 

Clinical lead consultant Rishi 
Prasad said: “Our Patient at 
Home service will be provided 
through acute medical care, led by 
senior physicians and be suppor¬ 
ted by trained nurses and allied 
health professionals. 

“We want to reassure all 
patients that the trust take full 
responsibility for the delivery of 
the service and are excited to take 
it from strength to strength.”

Finnish pupils were quite sur¬ 
prised to learn that most UK 
pupils wear a uniform, whereas 
Finnish pupils do not. 

“Part of our visit to Puistola 


School involved learning more 
about the Finnish language. Our 
Finnish hosts were very gracious 
and patient in helping us to pro¬ 
nounce Finnish words such as 
moi, which means hello, cor¬ 
rectly.” 

On subsequent days Stewards 
visited Heureka Science Centre 
which is a short journey from 
Puistola and is used by many 
schools in the Finnish capital. 
They also toured the Suomen- 


linna sea fortress, a Unesco World 
Heritage site. 

The spokesman continued: 
“Suomenlinna is a small island 
known as the Fortress of Finland 
which was initially built to help 
Sweden, who ruled Finland for 
many years, to control the Baltic 
Sea. 

“Shortly before we left for Suo¬ 
menlinna, we saw the Finnish 
Prime Minister, Juha Sipila, 
walking to work.” 


He added: “Sadly, Friday 
marked our last day in Puistola 
School. Our pupils had the oppor¬ 
tunity to make traditional 
Finnish food which was delicious. 
We will be ever grateful and 
appreciative for the wonderful 
activities which our Finnish 
hosts arranged for us. 

“Their hard work, generosity 
and detailed organisation made 
our visit one to remember and 
cherish.”

“That is enough to run our Patient and Family 
Support Service, which provides vital bereave¬ 
ment support and counselling, for nine months.” 

Bronze leaves cost £85 a year the amount which 
could pay for five hours of counselling support. 
Silver costs £256, which could pay for eight home 
visits from a clinical nurse specialist and gold 
leaves cost £592 which can pay for 24 hours care for 
someone in the Inpatient Unit. 

Anne Colvill, 68, recently became a gold sponsor 
after her husband Brian sadly died from liver 
cancer at the age of 76. 

St Clare cared for Mr Colvill during the final 
months of his life and his wife wanted to have 
something permanent to remember him by, and 
also help the hospice.

NATIONAL fun day Playday was 
adapted for the older generation 
in Harlow Town Park by town 
charity Rainbow Services. 

Hundreds flocked to Bring Your 
Grandparents to Playday last 
Wednesday for sports, drama and 
animal visits as well as advice 
about town services for the eld¬ 
erly. 

Kelly Tarling, who is part of the 
Community Builder Project at the 
Wych Elm based charity Rainbow, 
who link town services, said: “It 
was really successful and I think 
we had more than one thousand 
people attend, lots of people were 
taking part in the activities.” 

Traditionally held on the first 
Wednesday of August, Playday 
sees thousands of children and 
families enjoy events up and 
down the country. 

It is a national campaign that 
highlights the importance of play 
in children’s lives.

ondays are no longer 
mundane for 
members of a choir 
who are meeting at a 
Harlow pub. 

Double Up Your Spirits has 
only been singing since March 
but has already doubled their 
numbers under the leadership of 
Emma Crossingham. 

The Harlow mother of one 
said: “It is the best feeling in the 
world on a Monday night. We 
have been performing in The 
Herald pub (in Broadley Road, 
Harlow). 

“It is fantastic. The bar is 
usually shut for us which is good 
as it is quite hard to sing in front 
of people. We have got support 
from Gary, the landlord, and it’s 
nice of him to back us.” 

Emma, who is 44, started the 
choir in March after previously 
leading sessions at St Luke’s 
Primary Academy, which she left 
in July 2015 and became a higher 
level teaching assistant. 

She said: “I started the adult 
choir not knowing if I could do 
it, but it seems to be going all 
right. 

“I advertised it on Facebook, I 
put it out to my friends and some 
of them have been coming along 
to support me. We have made 
some flyers too. 

“It has come along really well. 
We have had a lot of support. We 
tried to enter for the Gareth 


Malone thing (a television 
contest for local choirs) but we 
did not get through but that is ok 
and it has otherwise been a 
success.” 

The new group is well 
attended but, like many choirs, 
Double Up Your Spirits is 
finding deeper voices harder to 
come by. 

“So far we have got about 20 
members, but only one man,” 
said Emma. “Sadly he is out of 
action because of his heart at the 
moment. 


“It’s not holding us back, 
having less men, but it would be 
nice to have deeper voices too.” 

She added: “Most of the people 
all claimed they could not sing 
but they all make a nice sound 
together. 

“We have a real good laugh 
and we really enjoy it. There is 
something about singing 
together and making that lovely 
sound that they make that can 
really lift your spirits.” 

Despite having only sung 


together for a few months, the 
choir has already performed at 
the Heart 4 Harlow Festival and 
at an event for the charity 
Livewire. 

“We will sing anything,” said 
Emma about their repertoire, 
“We sing a lot of modern stuff 
but also some songs from Sister 
Act recently. We will have a go at 
anything. 

“At the moment we are looking 
for songs about a heart because 
of our male member who is in 
recovery. We hope to make a 


“We will be looking to do more 
performances in public. My plan 
is to contact Harlow Council and 
see what events are going on in 
town. 

“I don’t see the point in doing 
all that work and effort to not 
perform. It’s nice to show off 
what we can do.” 

Double Up Your Spirits were 
on the same bill as the more 
established Harlow Community 
Choir at the Heart 4 Harlow 
Festival but Emma enjoys being 
part of her group for what it is. 

She said of the festival: “That 
was the first thing that we did 
and it came off really well. We 
had to follow Harlow Community 
Choir and that was really hard 
going but it was really good.” 

“The only time I was part of a 
(music group) was when I was at 
school. I really enjoyed doing it. 
It has really grown from there 
and I have never been part of a 
choir before. 

“I had opera training at 
school. I am not technically 
minded, I could just about follow 
sheet music but I do not play an 
instrument. People are happy to 
go along with it and we enjoy 
what we do.”

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EXCLUSIVE: Tom Durham talks to actor and comedian Simon Pegg 
about his stellar career progression from Spaced to Star Trek 



TAR Trek Beyond star 
Simon Pegg has boldly 
gone to Hollywood and 
become one of 
Britain’s hottest 
exports to the film behemoth. 

The Gloucestershire-born 
actor and writer’s journey in 
film has taken him from the 
cult comedy Spaced, first aired 
in 1999, to outer space to act in 
his third film of the Star Trek 
franchise. 

Last month, promotion took 
him to The White House to 
present, with the help of First 
Lady Michelle Obama, a private 
showing of the film for military 
personnel as part of her Joining 
Forces project. 

Chatting exclusively to the 
Mercury from his home in a 
village in Hertfordshire, he 
aired his fears for the British 
film industry following the 
Brexit vote and said it was a 
question of “when”, not “if”, 
more films in the vein of the 
Cornetto Trilogy would be 
made. 

Star Trek Beyond is the first 
of the three that you’ve been 
involved in where you’ve 
been a writer. There’s been 
controversy in the news 
about the revealing of Sulu as 
gay. What was it like taking 
on such a huge and loved 
franchise? 

Simon Pegg: It was kind of 
daunting because we didn’t have 
a huge amount of time. They had 
a script which they decided not to 
go with and then they got Doug 
Jung and I in to start again from 
scratch in January of 2015, 
knowing that we would have to 
start production in June of the 
same year. It was a fairly tight 
writing time. With regards to the 
Sulu issue, it only really became 
a controversy because of the 
media making it that way. I don’t 
think it was particularly 
controversial, really - it certainly 
shouldn’t be in this day and age. 
As a huge sci-fi fan yourself, 
it must have been a lot of fun 
acting in this film, taking on 
Scotty as a role. What was 
the most fun you had on set? 
How was it filming the set 
pieces? 

From start to finish, you 
know, it was a huge amount of 
fun. It got more fun as we went 


on because the pressure on us as 
writers eased a little bit when we 
started production because we 
had the map of the scenes that 
we needed to address first. We 
had a schedule and we knew 
what was coming up. We were 
able to work with the cast 
individually on their roles just to 
make sure they felt their 
characters were singing and 
enhanced with their input so it 
was a really fun experience. 

In July, you went to The 
White House where you met 
the First Lady. It must have 
been quite an experience? 

Yeah, it was great. We had 
such a fantastic day. We were 
made to feel very welcome. The 
White House seemed such a 
friendly place, and to get to 
actually go inside it and get a 
private tour of the West Wing 
and meet Michelle Obama was 
absolutely wonderful. We almost 
met Barack. He was in a meeting 
with the defence secretary in the 
Oval Office and wanted to come 
out and say hi, but couldn’t, 
because he was obviously very 
busy. But after they had finished 
a day’s work, when The White 
House was a little quieter, we 
had a wander round and met Bo 
the dog, which was great! 

You’re being called one of the 
most successful Brits in 
Hollywood right now. You’ve 
said you prefer to live in 
Herts rather than Hollywood. 
What is it that stops you 
wanting to live over there, 
like some other British actors 
who have moved? 

Well, my family is here and 
we’ve found a place that we are 
really happy to be in and it feels 
kind of real - away from the 
craziness of the industry a little 
bit. They don’t really make films 
in Hollywood anymore anyway. 
There’s a big machine there 
which the film industry works 
out of, but most films get made 
wherever the tax breaks are, 
which tends to be places like 
Atlanta and New Mexico or 
Canada. A lot (more) recently the 
UK. There’s a huge amount of 
film production in the UK. I’m 
working at Leavesden Studios in 
Watford, which is great because 
it’s like 20 or 25 minutes on the 
road. But even if that still wasn’t 
the case, I would still want my 
roots here. 


The film industry is such a 
global business nowadays that 
it’s not like you have to be in the 
town where it’s all centred. You 
can be anywhere in the world, 
and that suits me. My daughter’s 
at school here, everything I 
relish about my ordinary life is 
here. I don’t really feel like 
moving away from that. 

Have you got quite a positive 
view of the health of the 
British film industry right 
now? 

Yeah. I mean, we have no 
shortage of talent and ability 
and facilities. We have amazing 
studios here in Pinewood and in 
Luton, Elstree, Shepperton, 
Ealing. We have some of the most 
brilliant crews in the world. I 
don’t know what this Brexit 
thing is going to do to us. I think 
that might have been a 
retrograde step for the film 
industry. Certainly we had a 
huge cash injection from the EU 
every year, which might not exist 
now. It was like millions and 
millions of euros that would 
come in to us. It’s going to make 
it very difficult for our film 
professionals to move within the 
EU now without having to get 
visas. It’s going to make it all 
very difficult. I think Brexit 
wasn’t a good thing for the 
British film industry, and I just 
hope that we can continue to 
offer attractive propositions for 
overseas filmmakers and also to 
make our own movies. It’s not 
easy. We don’t get a huge amount 
of support from the Government 
in the arts and we’ll probably 
get even less now. 

The Cornetto Trilogy - it’s 
known as a trilogy for a 
reason - but fans would like 
to know this: Are you going 
to be joining up with Edgar 
Wright (director) and Nick 
Frost again soon? 

Yeah. I was just talking to 
Edgar today (July 29). We are 
obviously going to collaborate 
again, it’s just a question of 
timing, really. Just because all of 
us are very busy. You have to 
sort of find a moment when you 
have the time spare, which is 
difficult. But it’s definitely not 
“if” because we will do it and we 
are very keen to find the space, 
but that’s the real trick. It’s just 
managing to get our calendars 
synced.

Using a thin brush and light touch, add 
alternating yellow and white leaf 
feathering on each green leaf.

CREATIVE: Duncan sells his art 


his week I had a wonderful 
afternoon chatting with Canal 
folk artist Duncan Burrett, who 
is owner and captain of a 
delightful narrowboat called 
'Zendu' that is moored on the River Stort 
in Bishops Stortford. 

Duncan has lived on the boat for 22 
years with wife Zena. Ralphy and I often 
stop to admire Zendu, because not only is 
she the prettiest boat along the canal, but 
Duncan also sells a wonderful selection of 
old antiques and wares on the top of his 
boat which he paints in the famous 'Canal 
folk art' style. I have always loved the 
colourful vibrant style of Canal folk art 
but I didn't know anything about it until 
meeting Duncan. So when he invited us 
aboard to show us his work and give us a 
demonstration, I jumped at the chance. 
Duncan is a self-taught artist and used to 
specialised in oil paints and animal 
portraits. But it wasn't until 20 years ago 
he turned his hand to creating and 
selling canal folk art. "I was sat on the 
boat painting a teapot, a lady stopped by 
and asked if it was for sale, so I told her 
to come back in 10 minutes and it would 
be!" Now he even demonstrates in 
schools, and is often commissioned by 
other boat owners. Duncan decorates all 
sorts with this style, especially old 
fashioned wares such as old watering 
cans, tea pots, urns, and even old boots. I 
had a lovely afternoon with Duncan and 
learned a lot in the brief time I spent with 
him; about the realities of boat-living, the 
interesting history behind folk art and 
how to paint in the folk-art style. He also 
makes a cracking cuppa tea! 

Duncan started out in the Navy as a 
young man, and later became a fireman 
at Stansted Airport. He met Zena, and 
together they ran their own guest house. 
Once their children were grown, they 
decided they needed a change, as the 
pressure of running a guest house was 
taking its toll. So they shut up shop for a 
couple of days, and while strolling along 
the canal one afternoon Zena suggested 
they sell up and buy a boat to live on. 
Duncan jumped at the idea, and after 
looking at various houseboats for sale 
they decided to have one made - 
specifically for them. Once built they 
named their new home boat 'Zendu' by 
combining their names .... how romantic! 
The boat is just lovely, inside and out. 
Duncan gave me a tour and I was smitten 
within minutes. It was so homely and 
cosy, and not at all cramped or confined. 
There is everything you'd expect to find 
in a house, a bathroom, a cosy bedroom, a 
kitchen, family photographs on the walls, 
bookcases, lovely knik-naks and of course 
areas of the boat are decorated in the 
canal folk art style which just looks 
fantastic. I asked Duncan what he loved 
most about boat living. He replied 
"Everything. You can travel up and down 
the country and see places you'd never 
normally get to see, whether it's little 
thatched villages or wonderful 
countryside. We simply find somewhere 
we like, moor up and head of to explore ... 
but one thing about boat living is, you 
have to both want to do it. Zena is a real 
treasure, she absolutely loves it. Though 
she does hates water, she's fallen in twice 
and nearly ended up in hospital." 

A BRIEF HISTORY 
OF CANAL FOLK ART 

There is some dispute about the origins 
of canal folk art. Many think it was 


influenced by the gypsy culture and their 
vibrant painted wagons back in the 18th 
and 18th century, but historians have also 
seen similarities in German and 
Scandinavian folk art. But the florish of 
canal folk art in the UK was actually 
down to the womenfolk. During the 
Victorian era boatman began bringing 
their wives and families on board their 
boats as crew in a bid to save money. The 
Victorian land-dwellers would often look 
down their noses at the boat families so 
the womenfolk began decorating their 
boats in order to make their living space 
bright and attractive. 

HOW TO PAINT IN 
CANAL FOLK STYLE 

This style of folk art is all about layering 
as you will see in these step by step 
pictures. The colours are simply primary 
colours, as that's all they would have 
available back in the day. 

JUST REMEMBER 
THE FOLLOWING TIPS ... 

■ Only use oil-based paint, not 
water-based. 

■ Allow it to dry completely in between 
each stage of painting. 

■ If your object is going outside don't 
forget to weatherproof it with an exterior 
varnish. 

■ either use a different brush for each 
colour or wash / dry your brush well 
in-between coats. 

YOU WILL NEED: 

■ An object to paint 

■ Small selection of oil paints in primary 
colours 

■ Small selection of artist paint brushes 

STEP 1: 

You can either source an object that is 
already black, or simply paint it black 
yourself using black oil paint. When 
you're ready to being, using your 
paintbrush start by adding your flower 
locations (See brown and pink blob) and 
the leaf locations (green blobs) in picture 
1 . 

STEP 2 

Add a black swirl onto the leaves and 
brown blob to give it depth, and do the 
same with a red paint on the pink flowers 
blob. Then outline the outside with a

T he allure of carpet is 

easy to understand. It’s 
comfortable underfoot; 
it feels warm, 
especially during the 
dark winter months and, if fitted 
correctly, can unify an entire 
home. 

But when it comes to the style 
stakes carpet can often fall a 
little wide of the mark and run 
the danger of spoiling your 
home’s overall look.

HE Ford Mustang is one 
of the most famous cars 
of all-time - a true 
American icon - and at 
long last we can now 
buy it in the UK. 

Ford’s most famous product 
has never been officially 
available here and special 
imports that have been brought 
to these shores have all been 
left-hand drives. 

On sale for over 50 years, the 
Mustang has gained cult status 
and is one of the most recognised 
cars across the globe. 

Available in coupe and 
convertible body styles and with 
a choice of two engines, the 
current Mustang was designed 
from the start as a global car, 
and it has been on sale in the 
USA for the past two years. 

Penned by a design team 
headed by Scot Moray Callum, 
brother of Jaguar’s design 
director Ian, UK cars are 
available with Ford’s impressive 
5.0-litre V8 or a slightly more 
economical 2.3-litre four-cylinder 
turbo EcoBoost engine and you 
can match both to six-speed 
manual or automatic gearboxes. 

The Mustang certainly looks 
stunning and is surprisingly 
affordable. You can tell just by 
looking at it that this car means 
business and its bulging bonnet 


seems to go on for ever while its 
muscular wheelarches, huge 
alloys and shark-like front end 
add to the drama. 

If you want the car that 
handles best on our roads you 
should opt for the coupe. Both 
the coupe and the convertible 
have fully independent front and 
rear suspension resulting in 
more European handling but the 
convertible naturally suffers 
from losing the roof and it is 
more of a cruiser. 

You can feel more flex in its 


body on rough surfaces or tight 
corners but it is a price worth 
paying if you really want to pose. 

I managed to get my hands on 
the convertible model with the 
5.0-litre V8 and automatic 
gearbox costing £39,995 - a real 
bargain when compared to 
prestige European models that 
can’t match the Mustang’s power 
or dramatic looks. 

The V8 does cost an extra 
£4,000 but it is well worth the 
extra cash. Fire it up and you get 
that superb burble from the 


exhaust and you can really enjoy 
the noise with the roof down. 

It is good for 62mph in just 4.8 
seconds before going on to a top 
speed of 155mph. 

Running costs with emissions 
of 289g/km and an average 
22mpg will not be cheap but that 
will not matter to most owners. 

The Mustang features 
selectable drive modes operated 
via toggle switches in the centre 
console and these can be used to 
adjust the electronic stability 
control, throttle responses, 


automatic gear-shift patterns 
and steering to match Normal, 
Sport+, Track or Snow/Wet 
settings. There are also options 
to adjust the weight and feel of 
the steering. 

The acceleration is blistering 
and the steering light and 
precise while the Brembo brakes 
fitted to the 5.0-litre help you to 
slow it down quickly when you 
need to. 

Inside the Mustang offers bags 
of equipment coupled with some 
neat retro touches and all the 
latest technology including an 
eight-inch colour touchscreen 
with a nine-speaker sound 
system with SYNC 2 
connectivity to multi-media 
devices. You also get Bluetooth, a 
rear view camera and lots of 
other toys. 

Fork out an extra £795 and you 


add sat nav with a premium a 
12-speaker Shaker Pro Premium 
audio system. 

Some of the plastics are a bit 
scratchy and not up to top 
European standards but this car 
has so much going for it that you 
won’t care. 

With four seats and a decent 
sized boot, the Mustang 
convertible is also surprisingly 
practical. 

It attracts attention 
everywhere you go and 99 per 
cent of it is positive with other 
motorists and pedestrians 
admiring its sensational looks 
and fabulous noise. 

As you would expect, demand 
has exceeded supply and if you 
order now you may have to wait 
up to a year to get behind the 
wheel of a legend - trust me the 
wait will be worth it.

Savanna Sirkett ran an 
impressive 47.2s in the 300m and 
Jamie Putt ran the 800m in a 
new best time of 2min 15.8sec 
while Sam Collins picked up first 
place in the B event. 

Fine season 

For the U17s, Bethany 
Harryman recorded two new PBs 
to cap a fine season. She sprinted 
in the 80m hurdles in 13.2s and 
increased her shot put PB to 
over ten metres. 

Leo Chaschin also set two new 
PBs in the triple jump, 11.89m, 
and long jump, 5.63m. 

Tino Gavazah posted new 
bests in the shot put, 9.19m, and 
javelin, 34.33m. 

There were also two relay 
results of note for Harlow. 

A hastily put together U17 
men’s team ran the 4x100m in 
48.8 seconds and the U15 girls 
recorded their best time of the 
season in 53.7 seconds. 

After the match Steve Lott, 
club chairman, said: “I’ve been 
involved for ten years now and 
have only known bottom three 
finishes for the youth team 
section. 

“So to record more than 2000 
points and finish at least 16 
places higher represents a 
fantastic effort on behalf of the 
athletes, coaches and volunteers.
